The c i s t e r n s and walls 
are made of a material common in the early Florida build­ 
ings and used extensively in Lafitte’s time, but afterward* 
replaced by concrete. These and other indications seem to 
substantiate the general belief that t h i s old structure covers 
the ruins of the “red house” of the buccaneer.
